N Montreal there is a miracle. 

The miracle is a stone church, a wooden 

chapel, and a little old man. Church and 
chapel are called the Oratory of St. Joseph. The 
little old man is Brother Andre. 

If you 
and hosts of people have, you probably have 
heard of miracles he has performed in healing 
the afflicted. That, apparently, is the story one 
usually hears: cripples he touched throwing 
away their crutches and walking, the blind see 
ing, the sick made well. I saw no miracles of 
that sort and have no opinion about them, You 
do not need to have an opinion, There is a story 
there betore your eyes in brick and stone that 
is miracle enough. 

This little old man is one of the remarkable 
figures of our time. His life is a slice from 
Inedieval ages, His works ure testimony that 
religion's appeal to the human heart is a mys 
tery eternal and beyond the divisious of our 
little history. For the pilgrims who sought their 
paintul way to the Holy City six centuries ago 
and the thousands who come now to the slope 
of Mount Royal to seek this shrine have no dif 
ferent impulse and no different thought. 

There are many thousands who come. To 
this place on the mountain that was a wilder: 
ness not very long ago twenty thousand men and 
women come now every day from June to Sep 
tember, Last year the total was two million 
people, It is a total that makes Mount Royal 


the greatest place of pilgrimage in the world to } 


the famous Notre Dame de 
Lourdes in France, greater than Sainte Anne de 
Beuupre, or La Salette or Pontmain. And all 
through a man illiterate of mind, feeble of body, 
humble of spirit. 

Here is the story of what has happened and 
of what you will see if you go there. 

Nearly one hundred years ago Isaac Bessette 
and Clothilde Foisy were married at Saint Gre 
goire d'Iberville in Quebec, They were poor, 
very poor, They had eleven children. The sixth 
child "was a boy, eighty-three years ago. They 
called him Alfred, Alfred Bessette. 

Alfred was a weak little boy and sick. 
could not go to school; he could not even help 
his father. He grew up to be a weak young man, 
He tried to work as a farm laborer and was 80 
frail that no farmer would keep him. His father 
and mother died. He heard stories of good wages 
in the mills of New Ungland and went down 
there, but he was too weak down there too. 
came back to live with relatives near Saint 
Cesaire. Tle was twenty-three years old. He
